The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  1968  is  9,730  with  an 
acreage  of  5,194. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £301,507  and  the  sum 
represented  by  the  penny  rate  is  £1,158.14.101. 

The  population  is  industrial  and  is  occupied  mainly  with  cotton 
spinning,  the  engineering  trade  and  the  wool  trade,  none  of  which  has 
any  peculiar  influence  on  the  public  health.
